STAT: -& ode } ee Ag you are all aware, the intelligence charcer legislation 
eo was introduced in the Senate on Thursday, 9 February 1978. This matter is 4 
“3 of utmost importance to this Agency and the Intelligence Communiiy. Toe 
bill, as introduced, is in my view a much better piece of draftmanship 
than the early Senate Select Commitice on Intelligence drafts with which 
“we worked. In large part, the changes reflected in the bill as introduced 
are the product of the many hours of hard work which officers in your 
components devoted to this task, and I would like to thank those who 
participated in this undertaking. There are, Of course, many extremely 
important and troublesome provisions that remain in the legislation, and 
it is vital that we work during the coming months to ensure that everything 
possible is done so that the legislation reflects our essential needs, and that. 
it allows us to continue to operate in such a manner as to provide that 
intelligence which our Government needs and to conduct all necessary activities 
as directed by the President and the National Security Council. In order te 
accomplish this through written reports to the Congress and by way of testi- 
mony, it is essential that we establish and follow clear lines of responsibility 
and direction.
